GENEUAIi 

1 The founder of the State was Nawah Amir Khan, an Afghan of- Bnot Butory oi 
the Eunei Tube known as Salarzai Eaily m the 17th Century one oi 

Taleh Khan left hia home in the Bnner Country and took service in 
Rohilkhand with All Kohammad Khan, a Robilla of distinction Bis 
son, Hayat Khan, acquiied considerable land m the Moradabad district 
and was the father of Amii Khan The latter was bom m 1758 and 
when 20 years of age, left his home to carve out a Cri.i*eei foi himself 
He first offered his services to De Boigiie, who wms i ecruiiing for Sin- 
dhians Army, but De Boigiie considered tliat he wab too young and in- 
expeiienced and declined to enlist him Foi the next ten years lie 
served as a mercenavy leadei whei'evei he could find luciativo employ 
and en 2793 ii''&eAdrss€&^ m t}i^ 

seivice of Jaswant Kao Hoikar He fought with distinction m the com- 
pdig:n against Sindhia and the Biitish, and took no emdll pat t in levy- 
ing the indemnities imposed on Ka^putana and Mahva. Hoikai sppie- 
ciated his fighting qualities and, lu ordei to have Ins seiwices perma- 
nently at his command, agieod to share all conqueiod tenitoues with 
him Sii-oio was aocoixlmgly made over to Nawab Amu Khan by 
Holkar in 1798, and Tonk and Piiawa fell to his share m 1806, Niin- 
balieia was added to his teiutoiv m 1809, and Clihabia m 181G On 
the entiy of the British into Mahva, Nawab Amu Khan made overtures 
to them, and they offered to guai ante© him all the lands he had been 
gianted by Holkat, on condition that he abandoned the piedatoiy sys- 
tem he had adopted, disbanded his anny and siu rendered his ai tilleiy, 

With the exception of 40 gnus, to the Biitisb at a valuation Nawab 
Amir ud'Danla BahaHui agieed to these proposals and they weie em- 
bodied in a treaty in 1817 To the teintoii^ thns gianted, te the five 
parganaa already montioncd, the Foi t and paigana of Bampiiia, now 
known as Aligaih, weie .idded by ttieBiitish Govemment and asiim of 
three lakhs was also given to bun to enable him to finance the St.ite He 
admmistiated the State till his death in 1^4, when he was succeeded 
by his son, Nawab Waaii Mohammad Khan, Wazii iid-Danla Nawab 
'Wazu-ud'Daula did much to cousoUdate the Ststo, and dining the 
mutiny of 1857, disfcmgnished himself by holding tlie Tonk foit with a 
small gainson agamsb the combined forces of the Nawab of Banda and 
Tantia Topi In acknowledgment of his seivices liis salute was raised 
from 15 to 17 guns, and ho leccived a Sanad guaranteeing the succession 
of his family, accoiding to Moliamiiiadan Low, in tlie event of failuie of 
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natural lioii-a. He died in 18G4 and was succeeded by his son Kawab 
Mohammad Ali Klian, who was deposed by the British Government in 
I8G7 and exiled to Benares, where he died in 1896. Hia eldest son, Nawab 
Hadz Mohammad Ibrahim AU Khan, succeeded him in 1867, ruled the 
State for 68 years and died at the a^e of 88 years on d*uno 1930. His late 
Highness’ reign witnessed many changes, and as a mark of the respect 
and esteem in which he was held by the British Gtovevnment and as a 
tribute to hie loyalty and ctiaractev he was granted the titles of 
and G.o.i.E. He was succeeded by his eldest surviving son Nawab Hafiz 
Mohammad Saadat AU Khan Bahadur, the present Hawab, who was 
granted the title of o.ai.E. on Ist January 19U4. Hia full title is His 
Highness Snid-ud-HauIa “WazIr-ubMulk Nawab Hafiz Sir Mohammad 
Saadat AU Khan Bahadur Saulat-i Jang, Q.C.I.E. 

BHunirion aui Ann. 2. The Touk State is siUiated partly in "Rajputana and partly in 

Central India and consista of six parganas which are separated from 
each other by distances varying from 22 to 260 miles, a factor which is 
of considerable dis^advantage so far as administration is concerned. The 
parganas in Hajputana are Tonk and Aligarh, lying between latitude 
25'4o' and 26*30' and longitate 7o"30' and 76*15’ bounded on the Horth, 
East and West by the Jaipur State, and by the Jaipur and Bundi States 
on the South; and Niinbahera a mass of island territory surrounded by 
and interlaced in Mewar territory, lying between latitude 26“ and 24’ 16’ 
and longitude 74*16’ and 76* The parganas in Oonbval India ai^e Cbbab- 
ra, Sironj and Pirawa, The Chhabra pargana lies within latitude 24*50' 
and 25* longitude 76*80' and 77*16', and is surrounded by the Gwalior 
and Kotah States. Tlie Siionj pargana, which is the largest in the 
State, lies between latitude 11^*46' and 24*50' and longitude 77*16' and 
78’ and is sarrounded by the Gwalior State on the Hast, West and North 
and by the Bhopal State on the Sooth. The Pirawa pargana Uca bet^ 
ween latitude 24* and 24*30' and longitude 75*45’ and 76*16' and ie 
surrounded by Indore on the North, Gwalior on the South and Bast, and 
Jhalawur and Indore on the West. 

Tlic State iias a total ai'ca of 2555 square miles. 

yhvncni Fo&iun». 5. Owing to the fact that the different parts of the State ai^e sepa- 

rated by such distances the physical features vary considerably. The 
country round Tonk is fiat, at a general elevation of about 900 feet, 
>vith outcrops of rocky hills and traversed by the Banas river. The 
soil is somewhat sandy and sub-soil water is limited. The two parganas 
of Nimbahera and Pirawa are on the Northern edge of the Malwa pla- 
teau and the soil is chiefly black cotton. The Chhabra and Sironj par- 
ganas are geographically in Central India and the soil is mainly black 
cotton. They contain large tracts of jungles in which tiger, panther, 
bear, sambhar and chectal abound. 

cjimiiu A rrShwi. 4. Tho climate of Tonk is dry and healthy, though very hot in 
summer, temperatures of 116 and even 118 being nob uncommon. In 
winter the tempratme rarely falls below 40. The climate of the other 
parganas is not so extreme. 

The average rainfall in Tonk is 29 inches, Aligarh 27, Chhabra 48, 
Sironj 48, Pirawa 87 and Niinbahera 26 inches.

39. Tiic quesjfcioa of obtaining a loan on a lower rate of interest to 
pay off the debts of the State, which was mentioned in the last year’s 
report, liad to be dropped, but the Ajmer and the Rutlain Seths agreed 
to the inteiest on their loans being reduced to 4Vs per cent per annum, 
with effect from the 1st of July 1937. 

The debt payable by Hie State at the beginning of 1344 Fasli 
amounted to Rs 9,64,716/- Kaldar and Rs 30,000/- Clianwarshahi and 
the additions made dnring tlie yenr weie Rs 3,29,296/- Kaldar and 
Rs 1,85,628/- Chanwai-slialii. Of these additions Rs 1,79,296/- Kaldar 
and the entire Clianwarshahi amount were on account of the various 
advances made by the Ajmer and the Rdtiam Seths to His Highness in 
the I*rh 7 Purse Account, whicli were taken over by the State. 

Inclnding Rs 60,CS3/- Kaldar and Rs 5,712/- Ohanwaiiahahi .on 
account of accrued interest, the total liablities amounted to Rs 13,44,035/- 
Kaldar and Rs 2,21,340/- Chanwarshahi. Towards the liquidation of 
this debt, sums of Rs 6,24,170/- Kaldar and Rs 1,78,265/- Chanwarahahi 
wero actually paid duiing tlie year and the debt figure at the beginning 
of 1346 Fasli was Rs 7,19,866/- Kaldar and Rs 43,076/- Chonwai*shahi.

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CHAPTER— V. 

JUDICIAIi. 

46. No imporbant chango was effected in tl\c system of Judicial JofiJciiii syBiein. 
Administration during the year. 

The whole of the civil work of the Tonk pargana is disposed of by 
an officer known os Nazim Dewani, who is empowored to hear suits npto 
the value of 10,000/-. Tlie criminal work of the pargana is dealt 
with b}' two officers wiio hear only criininat cases and one of whom 
exercises iii'st and the other second class powers. In each of the other 
parganns the powers of the Ist Class lllagistrato are exorcised by the 
Nazim and those of the 2iid Class ^lagistratc by a special officer who is 
also responsible for the disposal of civil sniU not exceeding Rs 5,000/- in 
value. Suita of higher value whicli are very raro ai-c sent to the Nazim 
of Dewani for disposal. The Forest Officer of the State exercises the 
powers of a third class Magistrate in regard to forest coses. The only 
Honorary 3klagistratcs are tlie latimrardars of Somalya Teclnkhera and 
Binota both of whom exercise tlic powers of a third class Magistrate in 
their own Istiinram. 

There is one District and Sessions Judge for the whole of the State 
and he is required to dispose of Sessions cases relating to each pargana 
in tlie pargana itself. The powem of high court am exorcised by tlie 
Judicial Momber bub in triiils of certain heinous ofFenccs another mem- 
ber of tbo CounciY, spcci'afi’y noinihatecf by His Hi'gbncss for oacfi case, 
sits with him. Dcatli sentences are conHrmed by His Highness and 
appeals for morey aro also disposed of by him. 

In regard to civil suits His Higlincss has resorred to himself tbo 
powers of tlic Privy Gonncil subject to tlie limitations prescribed in the 
Civil Procedure Code. 

Ail land suits and suits for the recovery of Manoti debts arc dis- 
posed of by tho Revonuo Courts. In the case of ^[ohaiumadims nil 
suits relating to inheritance, mniTiagCt divorce, dower, gift, will and 
pi*o-omption are disposed of by Sliariat Courts whoso ordors are appeal- 
able to His Highness.

48. The total numher of eases iUHtitulod during tho year under ' crini;„ni cnxes. 
report wns 2,458 as compared wltli 2,170 in. the preceding year. 

Including 68S pemons who reinnincd under trial nt tho close of tho 
preceding year the total nuinbor of ponjons tried during tho year was 
5,830 of whom 817 were convicted, 2,483 aeqnittod, 1,588 discharged and 
235 connnibtcd to the Sessions. The cn.scB against 073 vcinnincd pond- 
ing at the close of tho year whilo those against 34 were consigned to 
the record room owing to dcatli etc. of tho n censed. Of the total num- 
ber of pomons brought to trial only 14 per cent wore convicted. 
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Including 6 cases pending at tHe close of the preceding yeai the 
total numbei- of Sessions cases requiring disposal dming the year under 
i-eport was 25 of wliicli 21 wete disposed of leaving a balance of 4, in the 
preceding year 23 cases were disposed of out of 29. 

Ccmi-miAppcji*. 49. At the close of the preceding year 33 appeals and i-evisions 

were ponding in the Court of Sessions Judge and 265 were instituted 

during the year. Of the total number of 29tJ, 350 were disposed of, 
leaving a balance of 39. As compared with the preceding^ year there 
was a decrease from 26S to 265 in institutions and from 2/2 to 269 in 
disposals, while the pending file incrortsed from 33 to 39. In criminal 
appeals and revisions dispcN^ed of during tho year the oidere of lower 
coui'bs were upheld in 162, modified in 8, and set aside in 86. Foiir 
cases \Y6T0 sent back for retrial. 

At the commencement of the year 65 appeals and revisions wore 
pending in the Chief Oonrt, 204 were filed during the year, and of the 
total number of 259, 217 were disposed of leaving a balance of 42. In 
the preceding year 137 appeals and revisions were disposed of leaving 
a balance of 56. 

The orders of lower conrte were up*he!d in 135 modified in 17, and 
set aside in 49. In the remaining 16 cases retrial or further enquiry 
was ordered.

Of the suits inati- 
during the year 99 related to immovable property and 1,884 to 
money transactions, whfle 187 related to other miscellaneous right. 
The value of suits was generally small, there being only 28 exceeding

Ewoution or decrees 51. The total number of execution cases pending at the close of 
the preceding year was 1,587; 1,693 were instituted during the year 
under report; 1,753 were disposed of and I,47T remained pending at thq 
close of the year. Of the latter 549 had been pending for more than a 
year. The txjtal value involved in the cases disposed of was 
K* 1,98,960/7/-. 

62. 45 appeals were pending in the Ouurb of the District Judge at 
the close of the preceding year, 216 wore instituted during the year 
under i-eport and 206 were disposed of leaving a balance of 56, Tho 
judgements of lower courts were upheld in. 116 suits, modified in 4 and 
reversed in 75, while 6 suita were remanded and 6 compromised. As 
compared with the procseding year institutions decreased from 263 to 216 
and disposals by 82. In the Chief Court the total number of appeals 
pending at the beginning of the year wns 73, 163 were instituted during 
the year and 168 Avere disposed of leaving a balance of 68. The judge- 
ments of the lower conits were uphold in 96, modfied in 14 and set aside 
in 42 appeals while orders of remand were passed in 8 and compremises 
were effected in 13.

member in the State Council:'—

4. Agriculture and Rural Uplift. 

5. Industries. 

6. Trade and Commerce. 

7. Means of communication and Markctting. 

In the beginning of July 1937, Maulvie Mohammed Mania Baksh, 
M.A. ( Oxon )| F.L.B., a native of Tank, properly qualified at Oxfoi‘d and 
Indian Institutions in Forestry, Agriculture, Indnstiivies and tmitied in 
Irrigation, and passed oxnimiiations in Rovcniie Law, Accounts and 
Procedure etc., and a retired officer of Forest Service, Hyderabad State, 
was made Development ifember of tlic Stiite Coimcil and the above 
named Departineiits were placed tinder him. 

70. For aysfcciiiiatic and eflicient management of Foioat and Iri iga* 
iion Departments, it was osHOiitial to staff them with pioporly educated 
and trained local men. For this purpose a Forc.sl>Cmn*EngiueGring 
scliool was opened luidor tho supervision of tlic Development Member 
and 25 students wore admitted to it 

As a matter of fact AgricuUnre Department, docs nobproperly exist 
in tho Stnbo, only one Demonstration farm is run under the Revenue 
Department As a beginning to organise a proper Agriculture Depart 
ment, the supervision of the farm was transferred to tho Development 
Member, and so many agriculfcui*al experiments wore started therein. 
Cultivation of potatoe and sugarcane was oxtondod and the seed of a 
new kind of green fodder crops i. e. Shnftanl was sown in the Piinn to 
compare total yield of green fodder per bigha with that of lucerne grass. 

Similarly there existed no Mining Department proper. Mica is 
being dug oni and sold on share basis in two viiiagos by one lessee hold- 
ing a prospecting license under tho supervision of the llovonno Depart- 
ment. Building stone is being quarried and sold under the supervision 
of the Customs Department. 

Mining of all minerals has been placed under tho supervision of the 
Development ^lembor to organise a proper Mining Department. 

71. There was no coiitralisod Ruporvision of industries, nor was 
there any institution to impart education in them, and to organise and 
imptovcl ocal industries. Tho supervision was biunsforred bo the Develop- 
ment Department. 

One State Student was deputed for training to "Weaving School, 
Sikar, and another for training in Poultry Fanning was deputed to

118. There were only four cases of fire, resttlting in petty damages 
to the foiests. 

119. The woi'Iv of demarcation of the forests in Ohhabra pargana 
was continued this year but in consequence of some serious irvegalarities, 
the Detnai cation officer remained suspended for 6 months and conse* 
qucntly progress was unsatisfactory. Only 19 villages were demai'cated 
in the year under report against 13 demarcated last year compiising an 
area of 5B52 acres or about 8 squai'e miles. 

One coupe of SOO Bighas in tealc forests in Lateri Range in Sironj 
pai'gana was auctioned @ Rs 3/- per Bigha and another small coupe of 
49 Bighas in it was felled and the produce sold deparmentaliy as a 
control to compare the finanmal results of the two methods of sale mth 
a view to decide the best maUiod to adopt for the fatm-e. Deducting the 
working charges of Be 90/* from Bs 442/* the proceeds of sale of the 
produce, the net price, realised auioimtcd to Ss 352/- for 49 Bighas and 
thus yielded an income of about Bs 7/- per Bigha. 

Hl\ Syed Zainul Afaedeen, who was sent to Balaghat for forest 
education, was on successful return, appointed at Ghhabra as a Range 
officer daring the year and another student Mr. Jamilur Rahman 
Shaivani was deputed by the State to the Forest College, Dehra Dun, 
for training in Ranger’s coarse and a sum of Rs 3,516/- towards his 
College expenses and fees for the first year was paid. 

The Cochineel insect imported last year has very well established 
itself and is doing its work of destiuotion in Tonk, and it is hoped that 
this pargana will soon get rid of this undesirable plant ( NBgpheni 
Thuwar ).
